To His Excellency J. M. Stone, 
Governor of M vasissippi : 


Sir—I have the honor to submit the accompanying Annual 
Report of transactions in this Department, for the fiscal year 
ending December 31, 1878. 

Total amount of receipts, from all sources, during the fiscal 
year is, $933,529 87. 

Total disbursements for same period, $707,022 46. Giving 
an excess of receipts over disbursements, of $226,507 41. 

As directed by an Aet of 1878, Document C gives à tabu- 
lated statement of final settlements with the Tax Collectors 
of the several counties for the taxes of 1877; and it shows a 
remarkably close collection of the taxes for that year. In the 
county of 'Lee, the defaleation of Osgood Taylor, late Sheriff 
and Tax Collector of that county, has been mostly collect- 
ed by Hon. Jno. M. Allen, District Attorney for the first district, 
from the sureties on Mr. Taylors bond, and there is good 
reason for the belief that the whole amount will be finally 
saved to the State Treasury. 

There is a deficit of about $2,200 against the late Collector 
ot Lowndes county, and the claim has been transmitted to the 
Distriet Attorney for collection. 

'There are two other failures to close final settlements, which 
are explained in foot notes to the table. No loss is appre- 
hended, however, in either of the two latter cases, and it is rea- 
sonably certain that the amounts due the State from the two 
first mentioned, will finally be collected from sureties on the 
.bonds of the late Collectors of those counties. 
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The State tax collected for the year 1878, as given in this 
statement, (C,) showing a netamount of $209,628 59, falls con- 
siderably short of the amount actually collected for that year. 
The Collectors, in some counties, owing to the prevalence of the 
epidemic last year, were unable to make collections, or if made, 
to report them in time to be embraced in this exhibit. Some 
few collections are not given here because of the absence or 
informality of reports, which the law requires from Tax Col- 
lectors. 

The total amount of collections on account of insolvencies 
during the year 1878, for the years 1872, 1873, 1874, 1875, 1876. 
and 1877, is $3,391 48. 

On the 5th of March, 1878, an Act of the Legislature was 
approved br the Governor which requires all collections in the 
various counties on account of fines, forfeitures,ete., to be paid 
directly to the County Treasurers for the benetit of the Com- 
mon Sehool*Fund. The amount paid iuto the State Treas- 
ury on this account, from January 1, to March 5,1878, was 
$9,367 67. 

Privilege collections have been made as follows:

Privilege Tax paid directly to the State Treasurer, upon which 
no commissions are allowed, from railroads, $73,898 41. 

This sum includes $25,000 paid by the Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad company, in pursuance of a special Compromise Act of 
the Legislature, approved February 27, 1878. 

The amount of Privilege Tax collected from Insurance Com- 
panies, Banks, Telegraph and Express Companies, and paid 
directlv into the State Treasury, and on which no commissions 
are allowed, is $20,800.

Expenditures on account of the Legislature, the Judiciary, 
Public Printing, Benevolent Institutions, etc., are all intelli- 
gently presented in their proper places. 

In document O., is a table showing the total valuation of 
personalty for the year 1878, to be $33,370,957, and the State 
tax thereon to be $116,798 35; the total number of acres of land 
assessed, 23,575,795, and the valuation thereon, $95,937,398, 

and the State tax thereon, $335,780 89. The same table gives 
thetotal number of educable children at 336,540. 

There was received on account of Land Redemptions and 
Purchases, from the several counties known as the “Hill Dis- 
trict," and paid into the State Treasury, twenty-one thousand, 
six SE and twenty-five dollars and eighteen cents ($21,- 
625 18. 

Considering the fact that many sections of the State were: 
afflicted last year with the scourge of yellow fever to an extent 
that disorganized and suspended business in many of the pop- 
ulous towns, I think the people of Mississippi have abundant 
cause for congratulation that so few irregularities or shortcom- 
ings have occurred in the collection of the State's revenue. 
Upon the whole it may be truthfully said that the State has 
been favored with a faithful, honest and efficient corps of col- 
lectors.

To the Legislature of the State of Mississippi: 


In obedience to the requirements of law I have the honor 
herewith, to submit à report of the S of this office 
for the fiscal year 1879. ; 

* Document A" sliows the payments, by ¿receipt warrant, 
into the Treasury, of the amounts received fiom all sources for 
the year ending December 31, 1879—$558,802 15. 

“ Document B" shows amounts disbursed by warrant for the 
same year to be $553,326 81. 

“Document C" isa tabulated statement showing final set- 
tlement with Tax Collectors for the State tax of 1878, by 
referenee to which it will be seen that a larger amount of 
taxes, in proportion to the amount charged against the Col- 
lectors, has been collected than ever before, “Foot notes on 
the statement fully explain why all the accounts were not 
closed by the end of the year,but no loss thereby to the State is 
apprehended. This document also gives amount of State tax 
1879 reported.and paid into the Treasury by the several coun- 
ties; also amounts collected and paid into the Treasury on 
account of insolvencies during the year 1879,for the years 1874, 
` 1875, 1876, 1877 and 1878, together with a statement of privi- 
lege tax paid directly into the State Treasury on account of 
railroad, banking, insurance and telegraph companies. 

We Document D" is a statement showing amount received 
from each county on account of license to retail. 

“Document G” exhibits ‘amounts paid aid amounts due 
Chickasaw counties on account of Chickasaw School Fund 
Interest December 31, 1879, together with the amounts dis- 


tributed during the year to the several counties on account of - 


the Common School Fund. 


- 
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* Documents H, I, K, L and M” show amounts appropriated 
and amounts drawn on account of Public Printing, the differ- 
ent benevolent institutions, University of Mississippi, State 
Normal Schools, Agricultural and Mechanical College, to- 
SE with the contingent expenses of the Departments for 
1879. 

“Document N” is an exhibit of the different series Missis- 
sippi State Bonds, Interest on Mississippi State Bonds, and 
Certificates of Indebtedness. 

“ Document O” gives the acreage, valuation and State tax 
on realty, valuation and Statetax on personalty, number of polls 
and number of educable children in the different counties, to- 
gether with table showing the distribution to the counties of 
. one-half the privilege tax on railroads. 

“Document P" exhibits a list of Insurance Companies 
doing business in this State, their location, amount of assets, 
capital and liabilities. - 

* Document @” is a list of land sales and redemptions for 
the year 1879, and the number of deeds issued by the State. 

* Document X" is a tabulated statement of the Privilege 
Taxes collected from January 1st, to December 31st, 1879. 

These statements and tables are numbered and appear in 
. alphabetical order, and can be easily and readily referred to 
and understood. They earry.the comfortable assurance that 
while no claim from the benevolent or educational obligations 
of the State government has been neglected or stinted, yet, as 
a whole, the public expenses have been greatly reduced, and 
the burdens of the tax-payers largely lessened. I may be 
permitted to congratulate the representatives of the people 
upon the auspicious outcome of the line of retrenchment and 
economy inaugurated by the Legislature of 1876, and steadily 
followed up by each succeeding Legislature. 

The law enjoins that the Auditor, in his annual report to 
the Legislature, ought to make such suggestions to that de- 
partment, in relation to the Revenue interests of the Sate, as 
occur to him in the administration of his office. But as all 
the points germain to this subject have come under the consid- 
eration, and have been much abler handled than I could hope 
to do, by Judge Campbell, in the preparation of a new Code, 
I deem it unnecessary and superfluous to trouble your honor- 
&ble bodies with any views of my own; as I am very confident 
that any materialerrors in the present revenue system will . 
have been seen and will be corrected. 

Under the Revenue Act of 1878, the Auditor was required 
to fix the State tax at three and one-half mills, provided the 
. real estate assessment of 1879 came within ten per centum of 

the valuation of 1875, but if said valuation fell below that, 
then to fix the State tax at four mills. A few counties failed 
to report in time, and it was impossible to tell what the entire 
valuation would have been, but of those which did report, the 
aggregate assessment fell somewhat under ten per centum. 
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But it came so near the requirements of the law and If the” - 
assessments of the non-reporting counties had been added it 
was believed that it came nearly or quite within ten per cent, 
of the valustion of 1875: The fixing of the rate of taxation 
could not be delayed without defeating the collection of the 
revenue of the State, and under these circumstances, after 
consulting with the Governor and other State officials, I took 
the responsibility of fixing the rate at three and one-half 
mills. No damage to the public interest could arise from this 
as there was money enough in the Treasury to pay all demands 
upon it, and feeling that I was carrying out the wishes of the 
last Legislature, and the spirit of. the law, I deemed it my. 
duty to construe the law in the interest of the taxpayers, if it 
r Would raise a sufficient revenue for all the purposes of the 
, State government. 

In the first enumeration of educable children returned to 
this office from the counties of Lee, Leflore, Montgomery, 
Tunica and Washington, there were manifest errors and satis- 
factory proofs of such errors having been furnished this 
office, I -consented to the requests of the several Boards 
of Supervisors of these counties and authorized them to order 
a new enumeration, so that the number of educable children’ 
omitted in the first might be included in the second repert. 
This was done in obedience to my understanding of what the 
law authorized viz: A full and complete enumeration of all 
the educable children and «un equal division of the common. 
school fund among them. 

These reports differed as shown below: 

Lee county, first report, 4,634; second report, 7,004. 

Leflore county, first report, 2,254; second report, 3,485. ' 

Montgomery county, first report, 2,599; second report,. 
4,600. 

Tunica county, first report, 1,209; second report, 1,957. 

Washington county, first report, 4,935; second report, 
1,942. j 

The second reports were clearly correct, and proved that 
the distribution upon the basis of the first would have entailed 
a wrong and an inequality upon these counties, Consequently 
I made the distribution on the basis of the second report, and 
indulge the hope that the Legislature will sanction the act. 


PULLMAN SLEEPING CAR COMPANY. 


The Revenue law of 1875 fixed a privilege tax of $1000 00 
on each sleeping car company, and the revised Revenue law of 
1878 imposed the same tax, or inlieu thereof, 2 per cent.-of 
the gross earnings of such company. I have been unable to 
collect this tax, after repeated efforts to do so, The General 
Attorney of Pullman Sleeping Car Gompany, Judge O. A. 
Lochrane, has contended that the law was unconstitutional, 
arguing that the Railroad paid for the privilege of running 


* 
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cars through the State, and the running of sleeping cars was a 
part of their rights. I had arranged with Mr. Thos. H. Hays, 
General Superintendent, to levy upon one of their cars, in 
Jackson, with a view of enforcing the collection of this tax, 
unless enjoined by him, and the case carried to the Courts for 
adjudication. By request, however, of Judge Lochrane, and 
with the advice of the Hon. T. S. Catehings, Attorney General, 
I consented to suspend proceedings until the Legislature as- 
sembled, and permit him to ask a repeal or modification of the 
law relating to sleeping car companies, upon his agreement, in 
the event of failuse to get legislative relief, he would abide by . 
the informal decision of our Supreme Court on the law. This 
seemed to me to be the most expeditious and least expensive . 
way of bringing about an adjustment of the case, as the par- 
ties interested were determined to resist the payment of this 
tax. 

The law regulating the distribution of the Common School 
Fund has a provision requiring the payment of fines, etc., to 
the county treasurers, and the amounts so paid to be reported 
to tne Auditor, by the Chancery Clerks, on or before the first 
of June and December of each year, and the said amounts re- 
spectively to be deducted by the Auditor from the pro rata 
share of tho respective counties in the July and January dis- 
tributions. This provision has had the effect of delaying the 
distribution. Most of the Chancery Clerks make the required 
reports promptly, but a few of them have failed to do so after 
repeated notifications from this office, and as long as any of 
them are delinquentin these reports the apportionment cannot 
be made according to law, Great complaint from teachers, 
county superintendents of public instruction and others, have 
arisen on this account, as well as a vast deal of trouble to this 
department. 

Ihave endeavored to facilitate the prompt distribution of 
this fund, but the difficulty of doing so, as the law directs, will 
be seen at a glance when the Auditor's apportionment to the 
different counties is nrade to depend upon the prompt reports. 
of seventy-four Chancery Clerks, the hazard of miscarriage of 
letters entrusted to the mail, or an oversight or neglect of one 
or two out of the 74 clerks. Perhaps some modification of 
this provision is essential to secure prompt distribution in the 
future; although familiarity with the requirements will re- 
move many of the causes of delay in reporting. 


LANDS IN TALLAHATCHIE COUNTY. 


In 1875, the Tax Collector of this county was enjoined by 
the Levee "Board from selling a large quantity of land adver- 
tised by him to be sold on the 10th day of May, of that year, 
according to the requirements of the law known as the “Abate- 
ment Act." The sale day passed and the sale was not made, 
but afterwards the injunction was abandoned. 
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Such of these lands as were owned by the Liquidating. 
Levee Board are being sold pursuant to a chancery decree. 
But it is doubtful whether there is any authority of law for the 
sale of such of the enjoined lands as are held by the State, and 
should have been sold under the Abatement Act, An Act au- 
thorizing the sale of these lands by the Auditor, as lands held 
under the Abatement Act, are now being sold, would remove 
doubts and put the lands oa the market. I recommend an in- 


quiry into the subject, and such legislation as you may deem 
appropriate. á
